For half a century, ever since it began manufacturing the οἱ] products from which it took its name, Shemen has been a household word 
in Israel. YAACOV ARDON looks back at the firm's past, and discusses its future prospects with general manager Benyamin Ghibly. 


EN turned 50 last month. 
Ga December 16, 1924, the first 
British High Commissioner, Sir 
Herbert Samuel, thought the occa- 
sion important enough to make 
the journey to Haifa to switch on 
the diesel engine of what was the 
country’s first modern industrial 
enterprise to mass-produce con- 
sumption goods. This was an 
event in those early days, when in- 
dusirialization was still only a 
hope in the minds of a few Zionist 
leaders and futurologists. 
Since then, generations of 
babies have had their skins dabb- 


ed with Shemen baby oil, and have ἢ 


grown up to wash, shave and 
shampoo with Shemen products: 
our women have greased face and 
hands with scented creams 
plotted for every occasion 
between sunrise and bedtime. And 
for 60 years, most of the edible oil 


that has dressed our salads and ; 


frled our eggs has come out of 
Shemen bottles and tins. To this 
day all these are household 
staples just as they were in the 
‘twenties. 

Shemen was not the first 
attempt at this kind of industry. In 
1906 an immigrant engineer from 
Russia, Nahum Wilbush, propos- 
ed an oil-extraction plant from 
olive waste, based on a chemical 
process new in the country. Such 
waste was plentiful because the 


Plenty of liquid in the crushed 
olives. Another man, Shmuel 
Pevsner, still, κα Wilbush, 


remembered in Haifa, issued i‘ 


shares to raise capital, and Ahad 
Ha'am, the writer, provided the 


name for the enterprise: Atid — 


Future. 

Business ventures named Atid 
have, on the whole, not done too 
well in Israel. By 1908 this first 
one’ was employing one hundred 
men, ‘but two years. later it failed 
probably because of poor manage- 
ment, already endemic in the

THE FIRST OWNER of Shemen,

for 15 years. Its board chairman,

The historians of the company 
record that the enterprise lived 
with the times, that the storage 
sheds in Haifa were sometimes 
used as training grounds for the 
Hagana, that crates and cartons 
shipped from Haifa sometimes 
contained not only soap or oli, but 
also weapons and ammunition. In 
1941, Vichy planes from Syria 
bombed the Bayside zone and 
damaged the Shemen plant. This 
was probably the result of bad 
marksmanship, the real target be- 
ing the tanks of Consolidated 
Refinerics. 

Since then the industrial 
landscape has broadened con- 
siderably. Competitors making 
edible oll and cosmetic products 
have entered the field, and 
Shemen itself has changed owners 
twiee. In 1952, the private enter- 
prise was bought out by Hevrat 
Ha‘ovdim, the holding company of 
the Histadrut, through Hamashbir

“THe, BEST BOOK to appear in 
1978 was the soldier's boot,'’ one 
middle-aged Arab poet proclaim- 
ed. ‘We are all deserters,"' wrote 
a well-known Egyptian man of 
letters shortly after the outbreak 
of the Yom Kippur War. Another 
widely revered writer past middle 
age. telegraphed President Sadat 
asking forgiveness for himself 
and his fellow sceptics for enter- 
taining doubts about the greatness 
and resourcefulness of ‘'the 
leader." Tawfiq el Hakim, 76- 
year-old doyen of Egyptian letters, 
appealed to the authorities in the 
first days of the war to let him do 
some work, no matter how 
menial, to contribute to the 
national effort. : 

These initial, spontaneous reac- 
tlons to the October war — which 
at least one Arab cultural critic 
has called ‘literary masochism” 
— were In themselves quite un- 
derstandabie in the cir- 
cumstances. What some Arab 
literary observers find In- 
tolerable, however, is that the new 
mood of relief and jubilation 
should put an abrupt end to that 
process of self-criticism and soul- 
searching which the Arabs’ defeat 
in the Six Day War had started. 

In the words of a éritic writing 
in the Belrut weekly ‘‘Al 
Hawadith,"" Arabic culture after 
the defeat of June, 1967, ex- 
perienced a real shock, ‘‘but the 
short interval which separates us 
from June has failed actually to 
help us effect a true breakthrough 
in our cultural concepts." Certain 
new ideas and values, which 
began to emerge as a result of the 
defeat, “did not have enough time 
to crystallize, especially since the 
post-June process of rejoction 
took place within a framework of 
mutual invective and peddling 

* (people's) sorrows." 

This rather novel way of view- 
ing the intellectual-cultural 
effects of October's politico- 
milltary victories needa some 
elaboration. Its exponents, who 
have just begun to make their 
voices heard, take the following 
Hing of reasoning: the October war 
brought much-needed psy-. 
chological relief to those Arab in- 
tellectuals and writers who had 
been consumed by deep sorrow 
and mental torture since the

traditional magical tasks of the native 
craftaman and his product, unlike the 
banal descriptions of-the second atyle:

OF ALL THE ADVICE on 
household economy in recent 
weeks, the most refreshing came 
from someone who knows about it 
only from personal experlence — 
a mother of four who does all her 
own housework. She spoke at a 
symposium sponsored by the in- 
dependent Israel Consumers 
Association in Tel Aviv — and far 
outshone the other two panelists, 
who were a professional 
economist and a journalist. 

Mrs. Shira Antman Is an attrac- 
tive, slim young mother, who 
wears her hair in a simple short 
style and appeared at the forum in 
a checkered pants-suit. She lives 
in one of Tel Aviv's northern sub- 
urbs and has, as she put it, ''a gar- 
den and a dog in addition to the 
four children.’ The family owns a 
car and has one so-called luxury 
appliance, a big deep freezer, 
Mrs. Antman considers it a major 
boon to her style of housekeeping, 
for it enables her to shop and cook 
in quantity for a relatively large 
family. 

Her general philosophy on the 
new economic situation is this: "1 
do not say that you should pull in 
your belt and suffer and do 
without. I say, have what you had 
before, eat more or less what you 
ate before — but learn to do it 
more cheaply."” 

Unless you were already the 
kind of housewife who was very 
efficient, you might pick up some 
tips from Mrs. Antman. Obvioua- 
ly, her advice is most suitable to 
the woman who does not work at 
an outside job. This limitation was 
pointed out by another of the pan- 
elists, journaliat Leah Porat of 
“Ha'aretz,"" who said that as a 
working woman, she must “'con- 
tinue to do her shopping in retail 
shops, not at factories and 
wholesale outlets." 


AS FOR SHOPPING, Shira Ant- 
man said her first rule is to shop 
with lists. She keeps several 
Separate shopping lists hanging 
on her kitchen wall — one for 
fresh produce which needs to be 
bought frequently, another for 
‘leas froquently purchased foods, 
yet another for cleaning matorials 
and cosmetics, and finally, a list 
for clothing and footwonr. 

(Here I would interject that 
another useful aid for economy 
shopping is to keep a written ac- 
count of every outlay of moncy, 
preferably in a little notebook 
which you can carry around: in 
your handbag. Even if you keep 
this exact accounting only for a 
few weeks, it helps you learn 
where the money goes, and what 
things cost.) ᾿ 

“I do not shop daily, or even 
every other day — not even for the 
small Items such as bread and

She buys as much as possible at 
wholesale prices from factories — 
In particular,.things like biscults 
and sweetened juices in large 
plaatic containers. Dried legumes 
and nuts aro purchased in the 
open-air markets by weight — 
“never in cellophane bags In 
grocery stores." She tries to use 
the fruit and vegetables In season. 
She makes Iehben at home (from 
old milk, with a teaspoonful of a 
previous batch of Icben, letting It 
stand a few days). She also makes 
as many of the children's "treats 
as possible — including felafel and 
popcorn, 

Shira Antman organizes her 
cooking so as not to have to cook 


dally. She makes main dishes and. 


vegetable side-dishes in sufficient 
quantities for several meals. "I 
serve the same thing for two days 
running, which is as much as the 
family will bear.” The rest is 
frozen, in portions adequate for a 
meal. 


She does the same quantity- 
baking of cakes and cookies. She 
oven does it with chickens, “I buy 
chickens In quantity, and roast as 
many as the oven will hold, What 
we will not use up in a day or two, 
I freeze — ready for use." 


MRS. ANTMAN polnts out that 
most localities now have discount- 
shops for cleaning materials and 
cosmetics. But, she adds, there 
are even cheaper places to buy 
these — ‘at the wholesalers which 
801} to the discount-shops."' In Tel 
Aviv, these wholesalers are 
located in the southern parts of 
the city, particularly around Beit 
Romane on Yafo-Tel Aviv Road, 
near Herz] Street. 

Clothing and footwear can also 
be purchased wholesale or semi- 
wholesale, from factory outlet 
shops and from wholesalers in the 
same area of Tel Aviy. (Someone 
else told me recently that you can 
buy shoes from the many 
workshops and factories near the 
-Flea Market in Jaffa.) 
Underclothes, towels, bed and 
table linen are among the items 
which Mra, Antman looks for at 
wholesale places. 


She also suggests that charity 
bazaars are good places to find 


‘elothing bargains. (Many of these 


are donated and sold below retail 
prices.) But, she streases, 
“wherever you shop, you must 
compare prices, quality and quan- 
tity. You must decide, for in- 


‘stance, if a certain second-grade 


article of clothing will suit your 


-needs."” 


WHEN JT COMES to the running 
of the house, Mrs. Antman 
operates on a ‘‘do-it-yourself" 
philosophy — obviously best- 
sulted to the non-working wife. 
She has always managed without 
domestic help. Ironically she 
received a proposal for a good 
mald just as the new economic 
realities struck. ''I had ta do areal 
soul-searching — and a careful 
financial accounting." 

She figured how much ashe 
would have to earn nei to cover 
the cost of a home helJp's hourly 
wages at the new rates {118 of- 
ficlally through the Labour Ex- 
change, but IL10 and even IL12 an 
hour on the Tel Aviv open 
market), National Insurance 
payments, meals, ete. Mra. Ant- 


man opted to remain without help. 
It Js not the answer all of us would 
choexe — cspecially women who 
prefer some other occupation to 
housework. 


Mra. Antman says that today’s 


housewives must learn to make 
minor houscheld repairs on thelr 
own. Hiring workmen for small 
repairs teven if you can find 
them) 5 a costly business. There 
ΙΒ no reason, she says, why a 
woman cannot de-clog a sink with 
the help of commercial 
chemicals, why she cannot do 
other “Hght plumbing" jobs, such 
as replacing a washer or even in- 
stalling a new tap. The same goes 
for minor electrical repairs, cer- 
tainly changing fuse-wire or even 


hanging a Hight fixture. 
(Remember, though, electricity is 
dangerous if you don't understand 
how it works, and here 1 would ad- 
vise caution if you are Ignorant of 
the subject. If in doubt, leave It to 
someone clse.) 

Assembling meta) shelves is 
not a difficult task. Painting and 
whitewashing can be fun — anda 
tremendous saving. Moat painting 
firms today have consultants who 
Will come to your home to give 
free advice — provided you buy 
the paint from them. 

“fYou don't have to paint the 
wholo house at once, or even a 
whole room at once.
